their Paiftcrs Baggs die of the Plague 
Vat home, whillt they toke Sauctuarie in the 


Countrie. Piſtae me not,J meane not the beſt rancke of 


ſeruants: but vnderlings, and bogiſh @oſtes, ſuch as haue 
Not witte to diſtinguiſh Companies, e auopde the tempta- 
tion of Harlots , which make men moze miſcrable then 
Pericke. Theſe light-heelde Uagfailes who where aride 
(as they tearme i againſt all weathers of Plague and Pe- 
Atilence; carrying alwaies a French Superſedies about 
them foz the ficknefſe, were determined being halle Cipſie, 
and as lightnow in their Neads, as any where elle: to exe- 
cute a Jeſt vpon a pong vnfruitſull Fellow which ſhouly 
haue had the Banes of Patrimonte aſked betweene him 
and a woman of their Religion, which would haue pꝛoued 
Bane indeede, and wozle then Rattes-bane, to haue bene 
coupled with a Harlot: But note the euent of a beſpeaking 
Aoft, theſe women gane it out that he was dead, ſent to the 
Sexton of the Chu: ch in all haſt fo haue the Be ll rung out 
fo: hum, which was ſuddainly heard, and many comin ing ts 
enquire ofthe Sexton,his name was ſpꝛead oucr all the pa-

uery Tobonſeman at his wife Non- plus, nothing but 
laing and wondering, vet ſome Wiſer then fome , and 
thole J thinke were the Match men, told them flats 
ly. and plainly, that the body muſt be remoned in any 
caſe, and that Extempoze : it wonld-infect all the Ayze 
round about elſe, Theſe hozeſons lemed to haue ſome wit
